To 
keep the blood flowing the donor 
must continually squeeze a ball 
for about six to ten minuets. 


For the heroic effort of giving 
blood students are given this 
sticker. Every year in the U.S 9.5 
million people donate blood.

THE INTRODUCTION 


With a new staff, new adviser and a new approach to yearbook at Framingham 
High School we focused on attitude through style. The staff was entirely new and 
faced a plethora of challenges they overcame with gusto. This provoked a series 
of “firsts” for the Genesis. The first time for 100% student photography. The first 
time for staff taking senior photos. The first time having the book in 100% color. 


GENESIS GOES NOIR 


Noir. Film noir is a cinematic term used primarily to describe stylish Hollywood 
crime dramas. It focuses on strong female characters, bold male leads and a mix 
of mystery with an abundance of attitude. The theme was fitting as we entered the 
year and expected to have an entirely Black and White book. As we decided to 
become a full color book, we pushed to continue the theme by incorporating the 
iconic style (lighting, black and red, shadowy images) and attitude (in your face 
poses, statements of “look at me”) into the book. 


Genesis Noir. The theme was fitting as we tackled the look of the book and 
decided we wanted dynamic writing and stylish photos. The introduction of our 
makeshift photo studio allowed for lighting that encouraged attitude and the bold 
attitudes that we've come to expect from the student body. 


THE NIT & GRIT 


This book was printed by Herff Jones, Inc. in Gettysburg, PA. The account was 
serviced by representative Susan Happel and customer service adviser Sam 
VanKirk. The cover was part of a suite of possibilities designed by adviser Jeremy 
Flagg. The cover uses a one-color lithographic process on a 120 pt. binders board 
with a VibraTex frost linen material. The endsheets stock is Signature Series 
white recycled paper. The book's 184 pages are printed on Bordeaux 100pound 
matte paper stock. The 2013 volume includes all pages in full color, and all pages 
were printed on a Komori Super Perfector Press. The book is smyth sewn and 
rounded & backed. All body copy and captions were set in AHJ Times. Headline 
fonts included AHJ Avalon. The Genesis was produced using the web application 
eDesign, Adobe Photoshop CS5, and Adobe Lightroom 4. Digital photos were 
taken with t2i Canon Rebels. We printed 375 copies of our book and sold them at 
tiered pricing ($50 & $75) throughout the year.
